JAPS SPAR FOR OPENING. 


Russians Believe Field Manha! Oy- 


ama Will Attack Them. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 29.—Genera1. 


Kuropatkln reports that there has 
been active skirmishing on the left 
flajik (or three days. The opinion is 
now expressed by the general staff 
that tfce Japanese intend taking offen- 
sive, as they camiot afford to wait un- 
til tho Russians are further 
rein- 


forced. 


It la held that tne fighting to the 


eastward Is doubtless with the pur- 
pose of feeling out the Russian posi- 
tions preparatory to aE advance in 
tnat direction, but as there are about 
7,000 Russian troops southwest of 
3hits:i?tiii, vrhere fighting occurred on 
Nov. 
20, and probably twice as many 


more in the mountains between Bent- 
siaputse and Sintsintin, any Japanese 
move from this quarter would entail 
senous floating. At the same time 
correspondents at the front continue 
to scDut the idea o£ serious lighting 
being Imminent.

king, Nov. 29.—The attack by the Jap- 
anese upon General Rennenkaropf's 
position on Nov. 24 resulted in three 
days' fighting at TslnkhGtchen, near 
Da pass.

'resident Will Be Guided By Opinion 


of Majority of His Advisers in the 
Matter of Calling an Extra Session 
to Revise Tariff. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The second 


session of the Fifty-tiglith Congress j 
will convene one week j.'rom Monday ; 
and already a large number of Sen- 
jr » 
^"niesoutatlvcs have reach- 


ed the capital. In all, there will be 
auuui (U turning dajs between De- 
cember 5, when the session begins, 
and noon of March 4, when it ends. 
This is counting a Christmas holiday 
of two weeks, which is the usual time 
taken. In this short period appropria- 
tion bills, carrying 
something 
over 


$700,000,000, must be considered and 
passed in order that the government's 
expenses for the fiscal year beginning 
next July may be met. 


Those leaders of the House and 


Senate who have already reached 
"Washington and who have been in 
consultation with President Roosevelt 
are of the opinion that very little leg- 
islation, outside the regular appropria- 
tion bills, will be enacted between now 
and March 4. it is generally conceded 
that there will be a river and harbor 
bill passed carrying a sufficient sum 
to meet all immediate 
requirements. 


The River and Harbor Committee of 
the House will hold sessions here this 
•week for the purpose of capping out 
a plan of action and of deciding upon 
the probable amount to be carried in 
the bill. 
In view of the fact that 


this measure carried in its appropria- 
tions of equal interest to Democrats 
as well as Republicans, it is not ex- 
pected, to take up much, time in the 
House, and will no doubt be ready for 
the consideration of the Senate in 
less than two weeks after Congress 
convenes. 
. 


$20,000,000 for Rivers. 


Representative T. E. Burton of Ohio, 


chairman, of the House Rivers and 
Harbors Committee, reached "Washing- 
ton. Sunday and yesterday presided 
over the commencement of the delib- 
erations of the committee, which will i 
last the entire week. It has been prac- 
tically, decided that a river and harbor 
bill is to be presented, and that this 
bill will contain appropriations no 
less than $20,000,000. 
In his recom- 


mendation to the committee Chairman 
Burton will follow the plan which has 
been his guide eve/ since he was as- 
signed to his present important place; 
•wherever two projects of equal merit 
are presented, he will urge that a 
recommendation be presented to Con- 
gress asking for. the adoption of but 
one, rather than that a small appro- 
priation be made for each. "While it 
is the purpose of the committee to 
meet also as far as possible the de- 
mand of the different river and har- 
bor ports, particular care "will be given 
to grant the requests of these places
